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4. Specifically, no teaching or obvious suggestion was found of the 
limitation "the first auxiliary discharge is a magnetron discharge with heated 
cathode, and the second auxiliary discharge is one of the following: a 
Penning discharge, and a Penning discharge with hollow cathode" as in 
claim 1. 

5. In addition, no teaching or obvious suggestion was found of the 
limitation " the multiple-electrode cathode comprises a first elongated self- 
heating electrode, a second flat reflective electrode in which at least one 
opening forming at least one emitting aperture is made, and a third 
reflective electrode the first electrode being electrically connected to the 
third electrode, when the device is put in operation" as in claims 13 and 40- 
43.
